Fire Escapes to be Erected at Fifth, Mill and Both 


Haholm Street Buildings—Stairs 


to Be Changed. 


Ths new High 
school 
building, 


when completed, will be as near fire 
proof as any building in the state, for 
the Bo-aid of Education met Monday 
afternoon in a special session and or- 
dered improvements to be made that 
will cost something over $2000. The 
meeting was held at 4 o'clock in the 


office of Clerk Keller,, and at roll call 
President Beggs, Clerk 
Keller 
and 


Members Fulton, Haight, Conrad and 
Christian answered. 


The meeting was called for the pur- 


pose of taking action 
in regards to 


improvements in the new High school 
annex. Iron stairways will be substi- 
tuted for the wooa ones contem- 
plated, the wooden -wainscoting will 
be done way .with and cement wain- 
scoting in tbe corridors will be used. 


Metal lath will also be used in- 


stead of the old fashioned wood lath. 
On the first floor the flooring will b3 
of tile. -Of course the joist and the 
original floor will be of wood, but on 
top of this there will be three inches 
ot cement and on top of this will "be 
the ti!e. 
And as the ceiling of tie 


basement will be plastered and the 
steel lath, used the first floor of the 
building will be as fire proof as it can 
be made. 


Besides these precautions a fire es- 


cape will be erected and then too, 
there will be four or five modes of 
egress, so should a fire occur in 
the 


building the chance of danger to the 
pupil is reduced to the smallest pro- 
portion. 


Fire escapes will also i)e provided 


for the Mill street 
and the South, 


Fifth street school buildings, while 
the Maholra street schools, both the 
old and new will also have fire es- 
capes built. 
In the new building on 


Maholm street, the inside stairways 
will be entirely changed to provide 
greater safety in case of -fire. As the 
stairs are now arranged, both com- 
ing down the south wall and at the 
bottom of them 
there being only 


about 10 feet between them, a bad 
congestion might occur in case of 
fire. 


These stairs will be torn up 
ancl 


built so that one flight will be near 
the east door and the other flight will 
end near the west entrance. 
As it is 


now both flights end in the center of 
the building .facing the 
south en- 


trance and directly over 
the fur- 


nace. 
Should 
a fire occur at this 


point the loss of life would probably 
be great. This change will be great- 
ly appreciated by parents of children 
who attend this school. 


A fire escape at the South. Fifth 


street school is a great necessity, for 
the stairways are narrow and close 
together, and the iboard realizes that 
improvements must be made. 


The "jors in all the school build- 


ings in the city of Newark open out- 
ward, according to Clerk Keller, who 
was interviewed by an Advocate re- 
porter this morning. 
The one possi- 


ble exception 
to this 
may be the 


Franklin school, and Mr. Keller was 
not sure about it. in this building, 
though, there is only one room being 
taught now and- as there are only 2-~ 
pupils there, and that room is on fie 
ground floor, there is practically no 
danger. 


Mr. KelJer also referred to a com- 


munication that appeared in the Ad- 
vocate Saturday.
